He told reporters agree­ 
m ent among these nations might 
help the United States deal with 
N ationalist generalissim o Chiang 
K ai-sh ek ‘‘who m ay be stubborn.” 
U.S. O BLIG A TIO N S 
George insisted th at neither the 
N ationalists nor Com m unists would 
be waiving any rights or claim s 
if such a conference were held. 
In addition he pointed out that 
the United States has obligations 
to Chiang, in the m utual defense 
treaty with the N ationalists, and 
“ we couldn’t think of violating it.” 
George first proposed in a S a t­ 
urday night speech that the United 
S tates accept the bid of Chinese 
Com m unist Prem ier Chou En-lai 
to negotiate. 
Chou m ade the offer earlier at 
the Bandung conference. The State 
D epartm ent responded 
that 
the 
United S tates could enter such a 
conference only if the Form osa- 
based N ationalists were represent­ 
ed. Chou in turn said yesterday 
th at his proposal did not affect 
the Com m unists’ dem and to “ exer­ 
cise their sovereign rights in lib­ 
eratin g” Form osa. 
A M P LIFIE S PRO PO SAL 
Asked by reporters to am plify 
his proposal, George said that, be­ 
fore there are any negotiations, 
there “should be a de facto cease­ 
fire in th at area, a de facto aban ­ 
donm ent of any m ilitary effort.” 
B ut he said there could be a 
conference wdth the Com m unists, 
without the N ationalists being rep­ 
resented, because “ both sides would 
have their rights fully preserved.”

W ASHINGTON (fP)—Gen. M at­ 
thew B. Ridgway says the Soviet 
army is “ the most 'powerful land 
com bat force in being today.” 
Ridgway, U.S. Army 
chief of 
staff, gave that estim ate of R u s­ 
sian land strength during Febru­ 
ary testim ony at a closed door 
session of a House Appropriations 
subcom m ittee. 
Ridgw ay’s 
testi­ 
mony was m ade public last night. 
He said the Soviet arm y is in 
an “ excellent overall state of com ­ 
bat readiness” and is “ equipped 
and disposed to undertake a m a­ 
jor war with little w arning.” 


ATOMIC TRAINING 


He said Soviet forces have been 
given “ atom ic w arfare training” 
along with their conventional m ili­ 
tary exercises. He spoke of a “sub­ 
stan tial im provem ent” in the “mo­ 
bility, firepow’er and com bat readi­ 
ness” of the R ussian army. 
Moreover, he said, other Com ­ 
m unist arm ies in Asia and Europe 
are being brought up to date with 
R ussian help and “ are gradually 
being molded into effective m od­ 
ern forces.” 
Ridgway, 
who h as been out­ 
spoken in opposing Army m anpow­ 
er reductions, 
related 
th at the 
Army had nearly 
completed its 
budget requests based on a re­ 
duced “new look” force of 1,173.000

No One May Be Forced To 
Sell Horror Comics Now 


1 here’s a new law in the land which may 
be of help to parents who feel that horror 
comic books are detrimental to the welfare 
of their children. 


Last week Governor Knight signed into 
law a bill which will make it illegal for any 
magazine dealer to require a retailer to buy 
"horror comic books” in order to obtain 
other magazines. T h e new law will go into 
effect next September, the time set for all 
new laws to be in force unless they carry 
emergency clauses. 


This was not as strong as some comic book 
critics would have liked. Some would ha\e 
banned the sale of such publications entirelv. 
But the legislators wisely decided that it 
would not be sound, and probablv wouldn’t 
be legal anyway, to prohibit sale of such 
magazines. All bills with such purpose were 
killed. 


There are "experts” who place great blame 
on comic books for juvenile delinquency. 
T here are others who sav the books are 
blamed for many things with which thev had 
no connection. 


T he new law will place each magazine 
vendor in a position to make up his own 
mind and sell what he wants—if he can. 
Previously the retailers complained they 
had no choice about sale of the so-called 
horrors; that they had to accept them and 
sell them in order to get good magazines. 


Now they are on their own. Any retailer 
must 
stand of his own feet and decide 
whether to carry such books. I he decision 
puts on him the responsibility of accepting 
the criticism or praise of an\ or all segments 
of the general public, no matter how large 
or small they may be. 


This is as it should be. W e who believe in 
a free press accept the responsibility it places 
upon us. We do not want our product cen­ 
sored before it is published and circulated. 
We are willing to stand behind it against 
criticism after it is published. 


T h e 
new comic 
books 
law makes 
it 
possible for magazine retailers to do the 
same, to offer for sale what they wish with­ 
out pressure from elsewhere forcing them to 
sell a product whether they like it or not. 


People Enforce Court's Order 


However conciliatory the Supreme Court 
mav prove on ordering public school s\s- 
tems to carrv out its anti discrimination de­ 
cision of last May 17, voices will be raised 
here and there for defying its orders. T h a t 
brings up the question of how the Court 
can enforce its decisions against opposition, 
for on this point the Constitution is silent. 


T h e Constitution does prescribe that the 
President shall see that the laws are execut­ 
ed. And away back in 1809 President James 
Madison in effect told the governor of Penn* 
sUvania, who had wanted him to intervene 
against a decision of the Court, that its de­ 
cisions had the effect of laws. 


T h e Court could always cite for contempt 
anybody—a state official, for instance, or a 
local school administrator—who violated its 
writ. 
T h e Court’s writs are served through 
its marshal, who is an officer under the 
Executive, though acting by direction of the 


Court. And the writs are issued in the name 
of the United States and the President, so 
that the President should have full power to 
support the marshal in enforcing a writ. 


In 1918 Virginia obtained a judgment of 
the court against West Virginia which, how­ 
ever, for a time took no steps to satisfy the 
judgment. 
Finally, the Court, on applica­ 
tion of Virginia for a writ of execution, held 
unanimously that the Court’s right to pro­ 
nounce a judgment meant the right of the 
Court, and of the President, to have it en­ 
forced. 


T h e Court held also that Congress had 
full power to prescribe ways and means for 
enforcing a judgment of the Court. 
T here­ 
upon West Virginia reached an agreement 
with Virginia for paying up. 
Yet in the last analysis the Court would 
rely primarily upon public opinion in hav­ 
ing its decisions obeyed.

This 
does seem to put a premium on athletics. 


It may be, however, th a t giving special recog­ 


nition to honor students would not be approach­ 
ing 
the problem from 
the proper direction. 
Students should be expected to do their very best 
a t all times w ithout special awards. A job wen

done should be acknowledged, but not as an 
avenue to glory. Students should learn early in 
life th a t on all occasions they are expected to do 
their very best, and th a t only on special occasions 
can they hope to receive extra honors for their 
work. The real rewards of scholarship are in learn­ 
ing itself. 
Yet, haviiig m ade this point, it cannot be denied 
th a t Miss MowTey’s suggestion has appeal. Local­ 
ly, the schools are doing a commendable job of 
providing special trips and other extras for honor 
students, and the schools themselves ra th e r th an 
community organizations are the proper vehicles 
for rewarding scholastic achievement. 
They are in a position to provide the extra 
encouragement w ithout giving the impression th a t 
the students can expect special awards for every 
job they do well.

Guessing On 


Matsu, Quemoy 


WASHINGTON (JPi — T h e 
American people and the Red 
Chinese have one thing in com­ 
mon: 


Both are left guessing w hether 
the Eisenhower adm inistrât i o n 
intends to defend tiw M atsu and 
Quemoy Islands, close to the Red 
China coast. 
The 
adm inistration itself 
is 
guessing, so far as is publicly 
known. All it has said is vague. 
Meanwhile, the American public 
gets repeated jolts from develop­ 
ing events, as if bumping into a 
short-circuit, 


THERE 
HAVE 
been several 
jolts in recent weeks, They were 
startling when they happened. 
The net effect was confusion. 


Chiang Kai-shek, the Ameri­ 
can ally, claims M atsu and Que­ 
moy has troops on them. His 
m ain forces are on Formosa. The 
U nited States, by treaty with 
Chiang, is 
pledged to defend 
Form osa 
but not M atsu and 
Quemoy. 


In a special message to Con­ 
gress Jan. 24 President Eisen­ 
hower asked Congress for spe­ 
cific authority to defend “For­ 
mosa and closely related locali­ 
ties.” Those localities could m ean 
M atsu and Quemoy. But Eisen- 
howere didn’t say so. 
He said such authority from 
Congress—which Congress gave 
him quickly—would reduce the 
possibility th a t the Red Chinese 
m ight misjudge the U.S. “pur­ 
pose” and “precipitate a m ajor 
crisis.” 


WHAT HE INTENDED to do 
about Quemoy and M atsu, being 
vague in the message, could only 
leave the Chinese guessing. The 
President still hasn’t said any­ 
thing definite about the islands. 


If all th a t the adm inistration 
has said about them could be 
boiled down it wrould be this: 
The 
President will decide on 
fighting for Quemoy and M atsu 
if the Reds attack them and he 
thinks then Formosa is endan­ 
gered. 
A few weeks ago Adm. Robert 
B. Carney was quoted by some 
newsmen, after an off-the-rec­ 
ord dinner with him, as expect­ 
ing an attack on Quemoy and 
M atsu by April 15. A short time 
later the President said he had 
no such inform ation. 


TO ADD TO the confusion, 
Carney 
said 
he 
h adn't 
been 
quoted correctly. And newsmen 
wTho had been a t the dinner 
didn’t agree on just w hat he said. 


Only last week, after a visit 
w ith Eisenhower, Secretary of 
State Dulles told newsmen th a t 
“only during the last few days” 
this governm ent had learned of 
an “intense” Chinese airpover 
buildup opposite Formosa. 


On W ednesday the Defense 
D epartm ent announced, “in view 
of the tense situation” in the 
Formosa area, Adm. A rthur W. 
Radford and W alter S. R obert­ 
son, assistant secretary of state, 
would fly to Formosa. They left 
w ithin two hours. 


AT ALMOST the same tim e 
Dulles told newsmen “no crisis 
is involved” and th a t the *w> 
men wrere going to Formosa for 
the “norm al m aintenance of con­ 
tact in a situation th a t is a d ­ 
m ittedly serious.” 
, 


Thursday Sen. George (D-Ga.), 
chairm an of the Foreign R ela­ 
tions Committee, the one m an 
outside the adm inistration most 
likely to know the purpose of 
the Radford-Robertson trip, said 
he thought the men w'ere going 
to Formosa to get a first-hand 
view of the situation. 


The President, if he has made 
up his mind about M atsu and 
-Quemoy, may be keeping it quiet 
so he can negotiate with the 
Red Chinese for the islands in 
return for a cease-fire in the 
Formosa area. But it’s not cer­ 
tain he’s made up his mind.

If W e Pay It, Maybe We'll 


Get Tax Cut Next Year 


By LYLE C. WILSON 
WASHINGTON (U.R) 
— The 
treasury hopes to tap the weary 
American taxpayer for nearly 6 
billion dollars every 30 days dur­ 
ing the fm&l m onths of the cur­ 
rent fiscal year. 
If the taxpayer can come up 
with it, he may and probably 
will be rewarded with a tax re­ 
duction in 1956. W hat President 
Eisenhower is shooting at is a 
modest, 
general tax cut next 
year giving a break to rich and 
poor, alike. 
The 
T reasury reported 
this 
week on the first nine m onths 
of the fiscal year to M arch 31. 
As of th a t date the deficit was 
a staggering $5,100,000,000. 
But 
better times seem to be coming. 
The Treasury is standing pat 
on its estim ate of last January 
th at the budget will be no more 
than $4,500.000.000 in the red 
when the fiscal year ends next 
June 30. To reduce the deficit to 
th a t figure the Treasury m ust 
take in about $5,630,000.000 in 
taxes in each of the three final 
m onths, April, May and June. 
T hat compares with an aver­ 
age tax take of about $4.680,000,- 
000 during each of the preceding 
nine m onths. There is not much 
doubt th a t American taxpayers 
will come up with the larger 
figure. It is quite likely they will 
m ake it more. 
The lesser figure is about w hat 


taxpayers poured into the T reas­ 
ury in the final three m onths of 
the fiscal year in 1954. The 1955 
A pril-M ay-June take could be 
more on the basis of: 
1. Postponem ent of individual 
income tax paym ents this year 
from M arch 15 to April 15. T h at 
was the deadline date for pay­ 
m ent of 1954 individual income 
taxes which had not been paid 
already 
by 
the 
w ithholding 
method. 


2. C urrent withholding is from 
near-record individual earnings. 
During the 1954 A pril-M ay-June 
withholding period there was a 
slump in individual earnings. 
3. Corporations on June 
15 
will pay 50 per cent of the tax 
due on 1954 income. On June 15 
last year they paid only 45 per 
cent. , , 


Modifying the foregoing is the 
fact th at 1954 was a year of 
m o d e r a t e business recession 
which m ust be reflected in the 
April 15 individual tax paym ents 
and the June 15 collections from 
corporations. 
The Eisenhower adm inistration 
is making steady progres toward 
the spending and revenue fig­ 
ures at.w hich the President be­ 
lieves Treasury books m ight level 
off in the black—for a change. 
T hat would be at about 60 bil­ 
lion dollars oi spending and rev­ 
enue annually.

Eisenhower adm inistration is the 
continuity 
of 
the 
President’s 
Cabinet. 


No modern American President 
has achieved such stability in the 
top leadership of 
the 
govern­ 
ment. 


The contrast between the re- 
volving-door 
Trum an 
Cabinet 
and the Eisenhower Cabinet is 
particularly striking, and Eisen­ 
hower has a num erically larger 
Cabinet th an any of his prede­ 
cessors. 


Thus far there has been but a 
single change in’ the Eisenhower 
Cabinet — M artin D urkin being 
succeeded by Jam es M itchell as 
Secretary of Labor — and, short 
of illness, I would think it likely 
th a t the Cabinet will rem ain u n ­ 
changed for the rem ainder of the 
four-year term. 


DURING A four-year period 
under President Trum an 24 dif­ 
ferent officials filled nine Cabi­ 
net posts. 


Obviously there can be a vari­ 
ety of circum stances justifying 
changes in a Presidential Cabi­ 
net. 
But 
a l m o s t continuous 
change, which produces a veri­ 
table blur of officials going in 
and out of office, 
is 
a 
grave 
handicap 
to 
efficient 
govern­ 
m ent. There is need for conti­ 
nuity of personnel as well as 
continuity of policy. W ith Fed­ 
eral departm ents as 
vast 
and 
complex as they are today, con­ 
sta n t shifts at the top of the 
A dm inistration 
are 
a 
serious 
liability. 


TO APPRECIATE the stability 
of m anagem ent as well as the 
continuity of counsel which have 
m arked the Eisenhower adm inis­ 
tration, these contrasting facts 
tell the story. 


In a four-year period President 
T rum an had lo u r Secretaries of 
State (Stettinius, Byrnes, M ar­ 
shall and Acheson); four Secre­ 
taries 
of 
Defense 
(Forrestal, 
Johnson, M arshall and Lovett); 
two Secretaries of Interior; two 
Attorneys General, 
two 
Secre­ 
taries of Commerce; two Secre­ 
taries of the Treasury and two 
Postm asters General. Total Cab­ 
inet posts, 9; total appointed to 
fill them , 24 — and this num ber 
does not include the hold-overs 
from President Roosevelt’s Cabi­ 
net unless they rem ained for a 
substantial period. 


I AM NOT making the point 
th a t the Eisenhower Cabinet is 
wiser or abler th an the T rum an 
Cabinet — th a t is another argu­ 
m ent. I am 
only pointing out 
th a t when the whole world is in 
turmoil, when every arm of the 
government is a vast and com­ 
plicated 
operation, 
Eisenhower 
has achieved unusual stability in 
his Cabinet and in the m anage­ 
m ent of the government’s af­ 
fairs. 


You can go back 
a 
hundred 
years and find nothing to m atch 
it. 


I don’t know th a t there is any 
special magic which has enabled 
Eisenhower to achieve this val­ 
uable continuity 
on 
top. 
The 
need for 
such 
continuity 
has 
grown but the need 
has 
been 
great for a long time. 


SOME MIGHT argue th a t be­ 
cause the Republicans were out 
of office so long, they are espe­ 
cially eager and content to stay 
on the job. Some m ight argue 
th a t because more of the Eisen­ 
hower Cabinet members possibly 
have larger independent means, 
the# do not feel as much pres­ 
sure to return to private life. 


I doubt if either of these are 
the controlling reasons. It is pos­ 
sible th a t President Eisenhower 
creates a deeper and more dedi­ 
cated personal loyalty than some 
of 
his 
predecessors. President 
T rum an’s W hite House staff was 
intensely loyal, but you didn’t 
feel th a t the same relationship 
prevailed between Trum an and 
various members of his Cabinet. 


THERE IS ANOTHER factor. 
Eisenhower has visibly strength­ 
ened the Cabinet as an instru­ 
m ent 
of 
government. 
Cabinet 
meetings under Franklin Roose­ 
velt were pretty casual and per­ 
functory affairs. They were often 
pro form a under Trum an. Today 
the Cabinet has laid before it 
for analysis and pooled judg­ 
m ent the whole range of adm in­ 
istration problems. Each m em­ 
ber knows most of w hat the 
other is doing and why. There 
is a team relationship which is 
quite unexampled In Presiden­ 
tial history. 


As in 
other 
administrations, 
Eisenhower had had difficulty 
getting sim ilar continuity in the 
middle level of government — the 
Under Secretaries and the Assis­ 
ta n t Secretaries. 
He 
has 
lost 
numerous good men and has not 
always been able to replace them 
with equal ability. The turn-over 
itself has been too high.

Winds Rake Bay Area, 


Rip Toward Southwest

High winds swept from Northern 
California into the Southwest Dust 
Bowl today, ripping up 100 tents 
at the Nevada atomic 
site 
and 
postponing a major A-blast along 
the way. 
The raking winds played havoc 
in the San Francisco 
Bay 
Area, 
swept over mountains to the ac­ 
companiment of heavy snows, and 
threatened 
new dust storms in 
drought-plagued Oklahoma today. 
On San Francisco 
Bay 
the 
winds halted work on the 
un­ 
finished 
San Rafael-Richm ond 
Bridge 
and 
power 
lines 
were 
ripped down in the area. 
A fire-charred building in San 
Francisco collapsed, but no one 
was injured. 
The storm granted a brief re­ 
spite to 
Survival Towrn, U.S.A., 
the model community on Nevada’s 
Yucca F la t which is doomed to 
go up in an atomic explosion. 
The blast had been scheduled to 
go off today, but government sci­ 
entists postponed it at least 24 
hours when winds up to 75 miles 
per hour were forecast. 
Bu t the winds showed no mercy 
on the civilian defense 
experts 
w’ho came to watch the explosion 
as gusts up to 50 miles per hour 
flattened more than 100 of the 
300 tents at Camp Desert Rock. 
The high winds also promised 
to provide a dramatic demonstra­ 
tion for Agriculture Secretary Ezra 
T. Benson, who headed into the

of

Colorado-Kansas 
drought area today. 
Benson’s purpose was to find 
ways of stopping the very crop- 
ripping dust storms w’hich threat­ 
ened the area again.

Stolen RAF Plane 


Buzzes London 


Falls In France 


V A L E N C IE N N E S , France (J’»— 
A Royal Air Force training plane 
stolen 
from 
a 
British 
station 
crashed about midnight on two 
houses at the nearby mining vil­ 
lage of Vicq, killing threep ersons 
and seriously injuring three others. 
Police said no trace of the pilot 
was found. He was a young R A F 
corporal. A ground crewman not 
qualified to fly m ilitary planes, he 
had buzzed dizzily at low levels 
over London for nearly three hours 
last night before disappearing. 
The British said he had no para­ 
chute and it was believed he had 
died in the flaming wreckage of 
his plane, which destroyed one of 
the houses it hit. 
The French dead were two girls, 
9 and 12, and a 55-year-old wo­ 
man. 
The plane was stolen last night 
from the Thorney Island Naviga­ 
tion School in Hampshire, Eng­ 
land, by a near-sighted Indian or 
Pakistani corporal, identified only 
as “ Nick,” about 20. 
British Air M inistry officials de­ 
clined 
to 
identify the corporal. 
Friends said they thought he might 
have had some 
commercial in ­ 
struction in light sports craft. 
The corporal took off in the 
$700,000 two-engine Vickers train­ 
er about 7 p.m., circled the Thor­ 
ney Island field three times, and 
then headed in the general direc­ 
tion of London, 
60 miles to

southwest. A witness said the plane 
almost stalled and crashed on the 
takeoff. 
A second Vickers 
Varsity, pi­ 
loted by Flight Lt. Johnny Smiles, 
set off in pursuit. He watched the

W ell, sir, Grandpop was about 
as unreconstructed as the Yankee 
army after Stonewall Jackson fin­ 
ished with them at First Manassas. 


By the time he got to be a citizen 
again, the Yankees had just up 
and decided to let bygones beSsy- 
gones. 
Grandpop was a member of the 
Lemar Rifles, 11th Mississippi, and 
I hear tell that as a member of 
the Arm y of Northern Virginia he 
did his durndest to upturn this 
government at places like Antie- 
tam and Gettysburg.

City Ready For 
Elm Leaf Beetles 
San Rafael Street Supt. Norris 
Raw’les is keeping a sharp eye 
out for the annual appearance of 
elm leaf beetles, W’hich denude the 
trees unless they are killed. 
The beetles are not expected 
until the first part of May, but 
Rawdes has already lined up a 
$900 spraying job, which was won 
by Sohner Tree Service of San 
Anselmo. The job calls for spray­ 
ing about 1,200 elme trees on city 
streets and other public property 
with a mixture consisting of three- 
fourths pound of DDT per 100 
gallons of water or its equivalent. 
The job also includes spraying of 
specific areas for aphis and scale 
insects. 
„ 
“As soon as we spot the emerg­ 
ence of beetles, we’re ready to hit 
them,” said Rawles. He explained 
that the beetles eat up the leaves 
and cause a liquid substance to 
fall on parked cars unless they 
axe sprayed in time.

Vets Who Sell 


Homes Should 


Pay Up Gl Loan 


Veterans 
w'ho 
sell 
their 
G I 
homes should pay off their loans 
in full a*id insist th a t the pur­ 
chaser seek out his own financing. 
This advice came from 
W. 
P. 
(Doc) 
Duhamel, M arin veterans 
service officer. 


“W hen a purchaser “assumes” 
a veteran’s G I loan, the veteran 
may pass on to him the advan­ 
tages of a low GI rate of interest, 
but he does not norm ally transfer 
with it the obligation of meeting 
paym ents on time. T h at burden 
rests with the veteran even after 
he sells his G I home to some­ 
body else. If the buyer defaults, 
the veteran may be forced to pay 
the balance owing to the bank. 
“This 
office,” 
Duhamel 
con- 
tinuel, “frequently receives appeals 
for help from former servicemen 
who have sold their GI homes on­ 
ly to find th a t purchasers are de­ 
faulting on their payments. We 
are forced to tell them th a t they 
are seeking advice too late. 
“Under Veterans Adm inistration 
rules, while a GI home owner does 
not have to obtain V.A. approval 
to sell his property, he is legally 
bound to make good any out­ 
standing liability in full. T h a t’s 
why he should insist th a t the new 
purchaser seek out his own financ­ 
ing instead of “assum ing” the GI 
loan. 
Actually 
he 
assumes the 
benefits but not the responsibili­ 
ties. 
“This is unfair to the veteran 
w'ho sells his home and goes on his 
way happily believing th a t he has 
no further w’orries about the prop­ 
erty. Yrears later a default by the 
purchaser may turn up to make 
trouble. 
“There is a way to make a new 
purchaser 
assume 
the 
liability 
alpng w ith a GI loan. But this is 
a complicated deal, involving sig­ 
natures by the seller, the buyer, 
the bank and the V.A. I t’s easier 
to pay off the property in full.”
